From the cop of this church Seibo is 
seen to be surrounded by low hills, 
everywhere wooded, without a hut out- 
side its compact mass, described by 
Harry A. Franck in the Century Mag- 
azine, as having “its skirts drawn up 
like those of a nervous old maid in 
constant dread of mire.” The town 
also has the proverbial garrison house 
that seems like a fort of the medieval 
ages.
